WASHINGTON, Feb. 27.-The House 


committee on reform In the civil service 
continued its investigation yesterday. 
Commissioner Lyman made a statement 
correcting some testimony given before 
the committee heretofore. Ex-Commis- 
sioner Oberly was then called. He tes- 
tified that ho knew Mr. Campbell, but 
denied that any charge had ever be»n 
made that Campbell had abstracted pa- 
pers from the commission. In 18SS, he 
said, information 
reached him that 


questions used in examinations were be- 
ing copied and sold to Mr. Flynn, of the 
Ivy Institute. 
He requested the party 


who furnished the information to pro- 
cure for him a copy, and ottered to pay 
tho expense of getting the questions. 
The questions, ho said, were procured 
as requested, and he laid them before 
the full commission, with the request 
that they make an investigation and 
find out, 
if possibly, who was guilty of 


furnishing tho qwstlons to persons out- 
aide of tiie commission. 


Commissioner Edgerton, president of 


tha commission at that time, refused to 
make tho investigation, saying that be 
thought that nothing would come of it. 
Mr. Lyman was present at the time and 
favored making an investigation and 
gutting at tlie bottom of the matter He 
then decided to make an investigation 
for himself. 
He got a copy of the hand- 


writing of all the persons in the com- 
mission. He then compared them with 
the copy of tho questions furnished him, 
and »ft«r a careful examination, reached 
tho conclusion that Mr. Campbell had 
made tho copy. 
He presented 
the 


papers to the full commission and told 
them tho results of his investigation. 
After this be had a conference with Mr. 
Lyman, and Mr. Lyman went to Camp- 
bell, who acknowledged that ho copied 
the questions for a lady acquaintance 
who wished to take tho examination. Mr. 
Lyman then came to him and told him 
that Campbell had admitted making the 
copy and asked him to take the matter in 
band and do as he thought best in tli« 
matter. He went to the lady to whom 
Mr. Campbell gavu the questions. 
She, 


told him that sho bad got thu papers 
from Campbell and handed them to Mr. 
Flynn of thu Uy Institute. 
After a j 


thorough investigation bo came to the 
conclusion that no harm bad come to thu 
service or to tbe public by this act of 
Mr. Campbell, and bo decided not to 
dismiss him from tho service, as the 
questions bad been used in a former ex- 
amination and could have been seen by 
any person making tho request. 
lie 


deemed Mr. Campbell guilty only of u 
breach of discipline, and be reprimanded 
him for it. 


W. J Viclcery, formerly employed in 


the commission, stated tbat ho bad no 
personal knowledge in tbe Campbell 
matter. 
What lie knew was told him 


by tbechief examiner, who said that tbe 
charge bad been made that some one 
was copying and selling tho questions. 


Emily M. Ilabney. an employe in the 


department of labo-, was next called. 
.She testified to taking lessons from Mr. 
Flynn of the Ivy Institute, and a few 
days before tbe examination came oif 
she expressed fo Mr. Flynn some doubt 
of her ability to pass the examination, 
upon which hn olfered ti. sell her tho 
questions to be used in t le coming ex- 
amination for J--J.1. 
She declined to buy 


the questions, took tbu examination and 
failed. 
A week after she failed in her 


exMuina'ion she was shown tho ques- 
tions Flynn had oltured hi-r and found 
them to be the ones used in tbe examin- 
ation w hich she failed to pass.
